PATTERN NOTES 

The pott Is given In both written and chart 
form. Even if you prefer to work from written 
instructions, me charts are useful to lllustrote 
how to incorporate the extra sts into the 
pott. The charts also ilustrote how to deal 
wtth the lace pott when there are Insufficient 
sis to complele a group befrjre the end of 
the row. The complete shawl Is not charted: 



the lace pattern is very straightforward and 
the charts supplied should be sufficient to 
enable you to extrapolate the rest of the 
piece. Only the rxld numbered. RS rows 
are charted, and are read from right to left. 
All even rows are purl. 

Please note that although Row 17 and 
onwards are reps, the reps cannot be exact 
as there are extra sts from me inc2s to be 
Incorporated. Remember that each RS tow 
gives you 10 extra sts. 

The yts In the centre of the Inc2s form the 5 
spines which divide the panels of the cape 
- 4 full panels, and 2 half panels, one either 
side of the centre front opening.

Block the shawl to open out the lace. The 
spines between the panels (formed by the 
increases) should meas 80cm (31 .51ns) In 
lengm. and the centre of the panels from 
neck to hem should measure 66cms (26ins). 
The shawl is a pentagon; If you want to 
be really precise, the angle between two 



spines is 72°, and mis does help achieve 
the optimum shape. Pin out the leaf tips 
along the outer edge to give balanced 
points. Allow the shawl to dry completely 
then remove the pins and sew in the ends. 
To fasten, either attach a suitable button or 
use a brorxrh. •

HOW TO 



To match the sizes and measutements given In our patterns you 
must make a tension svratch (gauge) before knitting the proj^. 
If your swatch turrts out larger than ours, try again using smaller 
needles. If It Is loo small, try larger needles. 



1 Betore you sew knitted pieces together, pin the pieces not 
to the measurements given on our diagrams. 

2 Steam press, lightly steam or spray llghlly with water 
depending on washing Instructions on the boll band. 

3 Allow pieces to cool and dry before sewing up. 

4 To sew up use the yam you knitted with. Or, If the yam Is textured 
and hard to sew, use a smooth matching yam - cotton with 
cotton, wool with wool, etc. 

5 Many garments can be mode up by sewing shoulder seams 
first, then setting In sleeve head to armhole then completing by 
sewing along the tong seam of the sfcles and sleeves. 

Each pattern has extra tips where necessary. 

6 Dam In all ends and finish seoms by llghlly steaming from 
wrong side, provided the yarn can be steamed. 



1 Choose o modem yam that you like, with a similar took, 
composition and w^ht to the one In the old pattern. 

2 Knit a tension swatch (gauge) and compare it to the one 
given In the pattern. If fhey both come out to the some size,

Check the len^ per boll of your new yam 
and dMde the total yam length by the length In 1 ban to get the 
number of balls you need to make the Item. 

4 Compare the total weight of each yom length. For example if 
the original pattern had 10 balls at 50g each, the total weight 
would be 500g. Now that you hove worked out how rTXjny bans 
ot new yarn you are buying, just multipty the number ot balls by 
the weight per bad. That should roughly match the 500g total 
that you hod for the old yam. rs just another way to check that 
you are on the right track. 

5 Use this same metttod to substitute yams fcx modem patterns, 
where the yarn Is too expensive or difficult to obtain, or If you 
lust want to use up yarn in your stash.

A Icelondic wool has evolved over 
many years of exposure to Iceland's 
harsh northern climate with a unique 
composition consisting of two fibre types. 
Whilst the outer fibres are long, tough aixl 
water-resistant, the Inner ones are fine 
and soft with brUlont Insulating properties 
and this combination keeps the wearer 
both worm and dry. The yam Is relatively 
lightweight (given rs bulk) with a smooth 
roving like appeaance rather then being 
piled and twisted. It also felts very easily 
so rs Importont when washing that you 
don't twist or wring the finished Items. 

When it comes to caring for your Lopi 
knits be very careful to hand wash them 
In lukewarm water - around 30X786°F -

Mitered comers 

Q I have made a small 
blanket, knitting strips together, 
and would like to finish It by 
knitting a border with mitered 
corners. Please could you 
tell me how to make a miter, 
either on a circular needle or 
each comer separately? 

Innes Bullard 

A You haven't mentioned the 
finished size of your blanket 
so either grab the longest 
circular needle you can find 
or one that measures around 
the length of the tour sides of 
the blanket added together. 
Use the circulot to pick up 
and knit stitches along the 
sides, cost on and cast oft 
edges, taking care to do so 
evenly and plocing a marker 
In each of the comers as 
you go. Beginning at your 
first comer, *sllp the marker 
then increase into the next 
stitch by working Into the front 
and bock of it. Work In your 
desired stitch pattern to the 



stitch immeraotely before the 
2nd marker then Increase In 
this stitch os before. Crxitinue 
In this way Increasing either 
side of each marker to the 
erfo of the round, work next 
round in pattern without further 
increasing. Repeat these 2 
rounds until you border Is the 
required <3e^. 

For a slight variation try 
working a 'yo (yam over), slip 
marker, yo' at each corner. 
This will create a series of lace 
holes at the centre of your 
mitered comer, which would 
look pretty threaded with 
ribbon on a baby blanket.
